One of tin* m isfortunes of patients 
who suffer from mental disorders is the 
lack of appreciation of the grave naturo 
of their discase. Even em inent m edical 
mon, especially those who are them ­ 
selves in the enjoym ent of robust health, 
find it difficult to appreciate the more 
delicate 
phases of nervous distress. 
Merely a nervous attack means a great 
deal more than the average person is 
capable of understanding. 
’I he horrors 
that cluster around even the milder 
forms of insanity are such that the 
merest shadow of mental disturbance 
demands the most thorough and intel­ 
ligent treatment. Ministering to a mind 
diseased is a phase of tho physician’s 
work that is too little understood and 
receives much less attention than its 
importance warrants.— New Y'ork Led­ 
ger.

T o n to g S o lu tio n * . 
The form ulas for toning solutions are 
almost w ithout number, but the toning 
process w hich gives the best results for 
aristo papers—the papers most com ­ 
monly used— is the one in w hich the 
toning and fixing are done separately. 
A favorite bath is made as follow *; 
Make a stock solution of 16 grains of 
chloride gold aud sodium (price, 40 
cents) and 7 % ounces water and a satu­ 
rated solution of bicarbonate of soda. 
A saturated solution is a liquid which 
contains a little more of the substance 
placed in it than it can dissolve and is 
shown by a deposit at the bottom of the 
bottle or vessel in w hich it is placed. 
Mark the bottle containing the gold 
“ Gold Solution,” aud the bottle con­ 
taining tho soda “ Bicarbonate of Soda 
Solution.” 
To make the toning bath 
take one-half ounce of the gold solution 
and add 8}q ounces of water. 
Dip a 
piece of blue litm us paper into the solu­ 
tion, and if it does not turn the paper 
red add a little more of the gold. 
Then 
put in enough of the bicarbonate of soda 
solution to turn the litm us paper back 
to blue. The soda should be added a few 
drops at a time and the m ixture stilled 
w ith a glass rod. 
Mix the bath halt an 
hour before needed for use. 
Place the 
prints iii this bath, aud tone till noai 1\ 
the desired color. 
Rinse and place for 
five m inutes in a fixing bath composed 
of an ounce of hyposulphite of soda an I 
8 ounces of water. 
Wash in running 
water for 
half 
an 
hour.— Harper's 
Round Table.

1 me guard is confident that the wire 
n.is stolen from the shops and passed to 
Marlatt by some of the most desperate

When he 
saw the opportunity to manufacture a 
weapon he seemed to lose all control of 
himself, and immediately the howling 
began. 
From that time until

ge8tible envelope of fat. 
Therefore if large pieces of chee*-* 
are swallowed they can neither bo di 
gusted by the stomach nor are tiny 
passed on to the testinal juices, But 
J they remain in tho stomach and irritate 
I it to such an extent that tho symptoms 
I of indigestion supervenes 
Our advice is, therefore, not to ex 
elude cheese from tho household diet 
ary, but rather to be careful to eat it rn 
small pieces and masticate it carefully 
in the mouth, mixing it as thoroughly 
as possible with bread or some oth* r 
food substance, as mastication of cheese 
by itself is very difficult owing to its 
tenacious consistence. —Pearson’s Week­
